thy Woꝛd is my comfozt ; there th-n cails them vnt o 
ther that are weary and loaden, pꝛomiſing to caſe them, ta 
refreſh them, to releaſe them. Lift vp thy head, O nip 
ſouie, and taſt of the ſweetnefle of this conſolation; the 
Loꝛd calles on ther, pꝛomiſcs to relieue thee and to re⸗ 
freſh ther; foꝛ thy Loꝛd ſees ther not onely burthencd 
with thy ſinnes, but allo weary of thy burden. Thou 
bids me come, O Lozd; behold here am J ready at thy 
gracious call: but hw ſhall J cone to the, except thou 
dꝛaw uiet᷑? dꝛaw me, O Load, and J ſhall follow thee : 
the burden of my ſinnes, moꝛe heauy then a mountaine, 
ſo beares mc down, that Þ cannot ſtirre one fot towards 
the, tul thou put vnder thy Hand and free mee of my loa-:

Secondly, wee muſt conſider the time preſent, ho wee 
are, and how we eare ; we muſt take heede both to the di-

tid cate with vnleauened bread. So muſt we be, ſo muſt we 
doe; except we be circumciſed in ourhearts,wee can have 
no fellowthip with Ieſus Chriſt : if any man bee in him, he 
muſt be anew Creature, for he that hath not the Spirit of 
Chriſt, the ſame is not his. Ahimelech would not giue of the 
ſhew bread to Dauid his {eruants, till hee vnderſtood that 
the yong man were ſanctified; but here is a more holy 
bread then that: here is the Bread of Life, which was ſent 
downe from Heauen, to giue life vnto the World: No man, 
ſayes our Sauiour, putteth new wine in old veſſels; this is 
new wine, this is che Lords blond of the new Couenant. See 
therefore that the veſſell of thy ſoule be not geiſned, for 
then it will runne outzſee it be not foiſted, for then it wil 
turne this whollome medicine into poyſon. Thus touching 
the diſpoſition of thy perſon, Next, for the manner of thy 
eating, thou muſt cate thyPaſſouer with vnleauened bread. 
The 1/raelites did put all leauen out of their houſes ; thou 
muſt ſe arch the corners of thy heart, and caſt forth all ſort: 
of leauen. Firſt, caſt out the leauen of the Phariſies, thar 
18 „ talleopimons; next, caſt forth the leauen of ma- 
lice, that is, foule affections: a little leauen will leauen the 
whole maſſe. One falſe opinion in the grounds of Religion; 
as that of iranſſubſantiation;one foule affection, as hypo- 
criſie or malice Hake all thy ſeruice vnprofitable, yea,

abowinable. Therefore chat thou mayeſt be holy both in 
thy perſon and carriage, as becometh one that bankets with 
vs Lord at his Table; pur vp thy humble ſuite vnto the 
Lord, in this manner, or ſenſe,

D pzoach vnto thee, pea, without ſanctiſication none 
tan ſce thee : therefozc,gwd Loꝛd, ſanctiſie my heart, that 
A map dꝛaw ncare vnto thee; ſanctiſie my minde,that J 
may ſec ther; circumciſe the foꝛeſkin of mp heart, remoue 
from me all leauen of ignozance, of malice, and hypocri ſic;

ucned bꝛead of cruth, ot loue, and ſincerity : that in the
